_ Dear Sir, Thank you very much that this Application received serial US number 10/508,967 and is under 

pre-examination. 1. Unfortunately, Dear experienced professional in such leading (according to 

Mr.Dudas) Patent Office, it is not clear: did USPTO send the letter, juridical document (even with specia! 

US coat of arms: Form PCT/DO/EO/903 attesting National entry) OR USPTO, without yet sending, is still 

working for its sending. In such situation (without new inquiries), I decided to wait arriving of the Form bv 

post. But I received NOTHING! 

2. It is very unusual: even with simple new direct National US Application, the answer Form arrives less 
than in one month. But here, it is the same text (without ANY correction of International Application;) 
wherein USPTO was obliged automatically to accept Application for US National phase. But since 25 
Sept. 04 (received Fax) (already two months!), I still do not have any juridical Form for Application with 
exemplary simplicity at beginning, that justly confirming^ costs milliards. 

3. From your letter, it is not very clear if USPTO really used the money for basic fee of this Application 
from (only) excess of payment ("only from excess" as it was written) for my previous Application 
(PCT/EP02/02302- US 10/505,038). That justly could be fatal [because of a number of strange 
convergences] later, after deadline . So only because of this, FOR PRECAUTION, I am sending (p.3) the 
Form PTO-2038 (with data of my Credit Card VISA) with request to pay for basic fee of this Application 
N°US 10/508,967 (PCT/IB03/03315). But, NATURALLY, it is for case if USPTO could not take the money for 
payment for basic fee of this Application from excess for payment (only from excess for payment) for the 
basic fee of mv previous Application N°1 0/505,038 (PCT/EP02/02302). 

4. For precaution, I am sending (in letter) also the English Translation of my prioritary Application 
PCT/FR02/02583 (although, generally it is perfectly included in current Application and I even used the 
pages of this publication WO 03/084301- PCT/IB03/03315). This translated Priority is attached by staples 
to this letter (3 pages with Form PTO-2038). 

5. As one can see, this file, even for such a priori simple ELEMENTARY case (mine) (simple Fax with 
Forms and payment with excess of money) became too complex! I was happy to hear that you estimate 
perfectly my fluent documented written English in making the projection that my oral English (which is 
much more difficult for all) will be with the same fluent perfection. Unfortunately, I cannot 
straightforwardly unmistakably understand very difficult (all phrase at the same time) American accent, 
especially by telephone, especially documentary juridical (a little complex even for you: §§1-4) 
information. I am sorry, it is impossible for me as for many foreigners as you know.
